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30th Anniversary 
For G-Man Hoover 


Appointed jus FBI director by President Coolidge 
in May 1924, J. Edgar Hoover has served IO years under 
Republican presidents and 20 years under Democratic 
presidents. In his 30 years in office hr has achieved, 
for a civil servant, almost unparalleled popularity on 
Capitol Hill, but he is not a political figure. Hoovers 
name has been brought into political controversies, 
but never as a partisan. 
He is the nation's top 
law-enforcement official, but he has publicly fought 
against a national police force. Other paradoxes cluster 
about his life and his career. 
Hoover eschews personal publicity, but his name is 
a household word. He ha* been called 
by the late 
Senator Norris (Ind., Neb )—“the greatest advertiser 
since Barnum," but the bureau and not its director 
has been the beneficiary of his talents for public 
relations. No other agency head has so long been so 
successful as Hoover in getting congressional approval 
of mounting requests for funds. 
Hoover Is one of a handful of federal executives 
receiving an annual salary of $20,000. only $2,500 less 
than that of cabinet members. The pay is by no means 
out of line with his responsibilities. 
Hoover is the sixth man to hold the office of 
director of the investigative bureau; hts years in office 
almost double the total of all years served by hts 
predecessors. Prior to 1924 he had for seven years been 
employed In various capacities by the Justice Depart­ 
ment. 
A lifetime resident of the District of Columbia, 
Hoover is, of course, voteless. He is a member of the 
bars of the District Court of the United States for 
the District of Columbia, the U. S. Court of Claims, 
and the U. 8, Supreme Court. He is the author of a 
book — ‘ Persons in Hiding" (1938) — and numerous 
articles. 
A resolution introduced at thp present session of 
Congress would authorize coinage of a medal com­ 
memorating Hoover’s 30 years as head of the FBI. 
In 1949 Vice President Nixon, then a member of the 
House, introduced a resolution commending Hoover 
on 25 years in office.

On Schools 


President William F. Russell of Teachers College of 
Columbia University has written a handbook for puzzled 
parents and tired taxpayers. It is entitled “ How to Judge 
a School.” 
Parents are. of course, puzzled by their children these 
days, as they undoubtedly were when I was a child and 
had parents. 
But mine were happy that there was any 
school to go to, which was very different from the country 
whence 
they came, 
schools 
there 
being 
the 
special 
privilege of special people. 
It was enough that the youngsters could go to school, 
that they learned English and to count and that the report 
cards were good, especially about deportment. 
Some 
children were already bums and did not get good deport­ 
m ent. And some parents were always going to school to 
tell the principal why their children did not show up. 


With such simple problems. President Russell does 
not deal. 
The schools have become so complicated 
that the parents ought to go bark to learn how to 
understand their children. 
The three “ R’s” are old 
fogy stuff. Who needs to know how to write; for writ­ 
ing you use a typewriter. Who needs to know how to 
add; for adding you use an adding marhine. As for 
reading, some do and some don't. It is not so much a 
m atter of a quarrel between progressive education and 
traditional education as that the child may come nut 
of our schools prepared not only for college but for life. 


I like President Russell's book. although as a parent 
I am more orthodox than this educator, because he poses 
the problems that parents face. The other day, my 13-year- 
old daughter told me that she had to write a composition 
on Marxism. Not a little surprised at the immensity of 
the topic at her age, I handed her “The Communist Mani­ 
festo” with an introduction by Harold La^ki. Her product 
pleased me no end because she described accurately the 
basic M arxist principles and their application in Russia 
as Marxism-Leninism. 


Where she got the second part. I do not know. But 
of this I am sure, her statement of the case was 
superior to that of many senators I have heard, lf the 
type of education she receives can produce the ability 
to focus on the facts and to clear away tons of verbiage 
and prejudice, it Is not a had job at all. 
I tried to 
recall what I was told to do at that age and if my 
memory serves me, Mr. Jenkins, I was given F.dgar 
Allan Poe’s “ The Raven’’ to memorize and to recite. 
I must say that all my life I have earned my living 
by the use of English and I am sure that, considering 
that we did not speak English at home when I was a 
child, the language could not have become a tool had 
I not memorized poetry and prose, the Bible and the 
Declaration of Independence. 


They now say that such memorizat.on is a waste of 
effort, but this I doubt. 
There is much philosophy in Russell’* handbook which 
explains, in a measure, what he has been trying to do at 
Teachers College, which has had such an influence on 
American education. 
He makes a point about liberty* 
without which our society has no meaning. 
He sayst 


", . . the Fathers did not give a precise charter 
to us, their successors. Thev knew what they did not 
want; precisely what they did want was not so clear. 
Thus religious freedom seems to stand somewhere 
between religious direction from the central authority 
and atheism and godlessness. 
Freedom of speech 
stands somewhere between silence and license. It may 
be a civil right, hut one should have a civil tongue. 
Noninterference in business should stand somewhere 
between the chaos of 1932 and the complete govern­ 
ment control of Soviet Russia. Our government was 
consciously set up at a midway point somewhere 
between the rule of the benevolent tyrant (the finest 
form of government according to Aristotle! and rule 
of the mob. They fixed it carefully, so that while it 
might never be IOT per cent efficient under a good 
man. it could never be IOO per cent bad under a bad 
m an." 


I think most of us can go along with that 
Children 
who can be made to realize that liberty cannot be as 
complete as tyranny have learned a great I*- son.

Has World War III been brought 
nearer by the events of the last 
month? Has the atomic w'ar which 
America dreads so much become 
inevitable as a consequence of the 
weakness of the Allies? 
For in 
every country on our side, in­ 
cluding the United S tate s the dis­ 
sension created by the politicians 
for partisan advantage has para­ 
lyzed 
the 
executive 
power 
and 
what should in? a firm stand again­ 
st Communist aggression by an al­ 
liance of arm ed forces has become 
a faltering attitude at a crucial 
moment. 
The German archives, discovered 
after Hitler’s death, reveal that 
the Nazi leader was quaking in his 
boots 
as he 
marched 
into 
the 
Rhineland and could have been 
restrained had the Allies 
acted 
together. Instead, they failed to 
take any military action because 
their peoples were shell shocked 
by Warld War I and they believed 
another war was unthinkable. 
Failed To Assert Leadership 
Today the Communists are flush­ 
ed with their success.

Arthur to pursue enemy planes into 
Manchuria and to destroy Commu­ 
nist bases of supply in Red China.

McCarthy 
cross-examined 
Attorney General Brownell, in a 
Senate subcommittee hearing, as 
to w hy he did not “ prosecute P ear­ 
son” on two other alleged grounds. 
One was the alleged possession of 
production figures obtained from 
the Munitions Board. 
The other 
w a s an alleged but 
actually 
imaginary 
incident 
in 
which McCarthy claimed a Justice 
Departm ent official nam ed “ Mur­ 
ra y ” supposedly gave me a secret 
file on an espionage case. McCar­ 
thy stated that in neither case had 
I published the secret information. 
In tins respect he was correct, 
As a result of M cCarthy’s de­ 
mands, Attorney General Brownell 
sent the FBI to see me to ask 
about th*- latter McCarthy charge— 
which, I repeat, never took place. 
However, th** main point is that 
McCarthy claimed it was illegal 
for the Justice Department and the 
Munitions Board and other govern­ 
ment sources to reveal allegedly 
classified 
information.

that ho has a right to publish it. 
NOTE

Army 
publicly 
stated, September ll,

McCarthy had violated the Espion­ 
age Aet when h<* published a 75- 
page ta strirtcd Army intelligence 
i* port on Siberia. On the outside 
th** doeument was clearly stamped: 
“ This document contains informa­ 
tion affecting t h* 
national defense 
of th** United States 
W i t h i n the 
meaning of th** espionage laws, 
Title 18, U. S. C , Sec. 793 and 794. 
The transmission or the revelation 
of its contort.* in any m anner to an 
unauthorized person is prohibited 
by law.” Despite this, McCarthy 
made the document public.

it was consid*-red fitting and pr*>- 
fMcr that a scoundrel bk** Gaston 
B. Means should repose there. 
Means later put th** arm on Mrs 
Edward R. McLean for $100,600 
when the poof woman believed 
that th** bum actually kn* w how 
to spring th** Lindbergh bali/ from 
th*- abductors. 
He went to jail for 
that, and it might be interesting 
sometime to dig iqto what became 
of some of th** others who once 
worked in what Hoover m ade into 
th*- distinguished and slightly in­ 
credible Federal Bureau of Inves­ 
tigation. 
In Hooyer’s short tim** a 
time 
is m easured in such things, th** 
I'nitod States has acquired .* force 
at least equal* to and probably 
superior to the secret .services of 
old European 
countries familial 
with su*h work for centuries — 
notably the services of

Russia, France and. until the end 
of World War II, Germany. 
There probably is no parallel in 
history to the FBI's round-up of 
Japanese suspects on th** coast and 
in Hawaii in the minutes and hours 
following th** attack on Pearl Har­ 
bor.
